Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 



1. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent 
therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 1-64 are rejected under 35 USC as being non statutory. 

Regarding independent claims 1,17, 33, and 49 recite "testing at least 
one number resulting from an Incremental calculation of transfomn coefficients 
during a transform, determining whether to perfomri a corrective action based 
upon the testing and performing the corrective action when a corrective action is 
detemriined to be needed". This process solely of mathematical operations 
without practical application in the technological arts or simply manipulates 
abstract idea without practical application in the technological arts.
